The University of Tennesseee at 
Nashville merged with the state 
niversily 


“It was not simply a question of 
race. If was a merger not only of the 
two races, but also of faculty accus 
tomed to different approaches to 
teaching,” Burger said 

Fennessee State University was a 
pfecominaatly black witch 
was geared toward younger students 
with more tradiuonal programs. The 
University of Tennessee was predom- 
inantly white and catered mostly to 


school 


adult students in evening and ex 
tended learning programs 


Burger said that the present format 
there is not working as well as it could 
and the university has been in and out 
of court because “people don’t change 
very quickly,” 

Burger, who will serve as a profes- 
sor of English as well as Academic 
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Vice President, feels an identification 
with CSUS because it is a developing 
State university as is TSUN. She said 
that some “inviting possibilities” here 
attracted her te CSUS 

“I looked at the wonderful and 
beautiful diversity of the campus 
There is a beautiful international 
flavor on this campus that is not only 
reflective of the way California is , but 
really the way the country should 
be,"’she said 

Though Burger ts aware of the 
numbers of black students at CSUS, 
she has not yet had a chance to speak

Burger plans to be an information 
gatherer to find whether black stu- 
dents see themselves as a central part 
of the campus and what they see as 
issues they believe important to them 
and other students 


An important issue to Burger is the 
question of a well-rounded education 

“Tam coacerned about whether 
we have reached the crisis stage on the 
preparation of our college graduates 
Part of the reason is not that we have 
poor faculty, but that there is a great 
deal more to learn, a great deal more 
to do,” she said 

Burger said she plans to be access 
ible to the students, though she 
sometimes gets Caught up in her book 
work and needs someone to remind 
her to go out to where the students 
are 

Burger claims that education, not 
just administrators, must be accessible 
to students 

“Lbeeve that education here 
shou accessible to all students 
and, if there are black students who 
eee and went and deser¢ an educa 
lon and Cannot get it, then we ought 
to make sure that they are able to do 
80,” she said 


Burger, a native of Arkansas. 
received her Ph.D. in modern British 
and American literature from Wa 
shington University. She has contrib- 
uted to a volume of essays on con- 
temporary black women poets, to the 
‘Dictionary of Literary Biography 
and other publications, Previous to 
her work at TSUN, Burger spent 10 
years in the University of Maryland 
sysiem

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Lioness’ wages battle against literary oppression

A woman leaving Lioness Books in Sacramento may 
have her arms filled with such items as a T-shirt with the 
words “Lesbos: Something for Every Woman” printed on 
it; a bution that says “Generic Dyke” or “An all-male 
congress makes for a STAG-nation.” Or she may have 
books such as A History of Women for Children 
Pornography: Men Possessing Women, and Father 
Daughter Incest 


A cozy, converted Victorian, Lioness Books is an 
alternative source for open-minded book-lovers — a 
feminist book store 

“It’s not feminist in @ strict, narrow definition It's 
Lerminist in what | consider to be the bottom-line 
Belinition, which is anything that is leftist, that isan 
alternative to 4 racist, sexist, homophobic, oppressive 
system,” owner Theresa Corrigan said. 


“We carry books by and about women that Present 
positive images of women,” she said, including non-racist, 
non-sexist children’s books and alternative health care 
books 


Corrigan, who has a master’s degree in English 
literature and Compu» ‘ion, began teaching women's 
studies at California State | iversity, Sacramento in 
1973. Corrigan’s expertise in women's studies is 
self-taught. When she began teaching, there were no 
preigrams or degrees in women's studies. Since 1973, her 
field of research and study has been women’s studies. Due 
to her research Corrigan acquired a vast knowledge of 
feminist literature and she knew how she wanted to stock 
the bookstore when she opened it five years ago. 


Many of Corrigan’s students who have taken her 
introductory course to the women's movement often 
return for more classes and many become minors in the 
women's studies program available at CSUS. 

“Wores'y studies, I think, has a profound effect on 
most of iis sudents, at least those who are at all receptive 1 


the material, because it shows you a whole new way of 
looking at the world,” Corrigan said 


Women's studies may provide a new colored glass 
through which to view the world, but many women, 
Corrigan said, are wary about coming into the store 


“They're afraid that it's this militant feminist 
environment and if they're not militant feminists, they 
won't be welcome. It’s not that way at all. We try to create 
a warm, welcoming environment,” she said.

The name “Lioness” came to Corrigan, a cat-lover, asa 
strong female image. 

“If you think *bout the role of the lioness in her own 
pride — she’s the hunter, ‘he caretaker, the nurturer, the 


agressive one, she has a total range of characteristics, She's 
all the things I think feminism represents,” she said, then 
added, laughing, “and then she’s got this pretty boy that 
she waits on.” 


As a single woman with no children owning a book 
store and teaching do not hold the same implications f 
Corrigan that they might for a married woman with 
children 


‘There are all of these expectations placed on women, 
and when women accept those expectations and try to live 
with them, it’s characterized as the ‘superwoman 
syndrome,’ which smacks of blaming the victim. They 
(women) don’t have a ‘superwoman syndrome;’ they're 
faced with the realities of existence,” she said 


These realities women face, she said, include support- 
ing themselves as well as social pressure to be good 
mothers, wives and homemakers. Women who work 
outside the home have two full-time jobs 


Corrigan said changes need to be made so that 
child-rearing is not put solely on women’s shoulders, She

stressed that we need to see that “the economic system is 
more responsive (© people's other needs,” and that men, as 
well as women, have the option to work part-time and be 
engaged in the raising of the family 


“It’s presented as a women's problem and it’s not — it’s 
@ social issue. I think the assumption is that women will 
simply burn out and go gack home,” she said 


One “women’s problem,” which is largely unheard of, 
is the lack of publishiug access feminist writers face. 


Corrigan said that there is a smail handful of large 
publishers in the United States who own most of the 
smaller ones, and these publishers rarely print feminist or 
leftist nuaterial because “the power to name is the power to 





define reality. In every facet of our society, men have 
maintained the power to name reality.” 


“When we talk about intellectual exchange, we tend to 
talk about it as if it's ina vacuum; we all start with an equal 
base. All of that ts ted to a power base. See, we may have 
the power to name our realities, but if we can’t get 
published, who is going to read it?” she said 


Feminist writers have very little access to critical 
exchauge, too, Corrigan said. The critics are the ones who 
decide whether or not a book will get an audience by how 
they critique it, if they critique it at all. In many cases, 
feminist views are trivialized, ridiculed, or just ignored. 


“The critics are reading from their own perspective; in 
MOSt Cases it's one that is steeped in raciam, sexism, 
capitalism and homophobia, Most feminist books don’t 
even get critiqued in any kind of mass-ma:ket way so they 
become invisible again on another level,” Corrigan said. 


Corrigan said that the existing feminist presses are few, 
have i:mited resources and some can publich only four or 


five books a year, Because of this, fe erature is 
expensive compared to mass-pro: bowas. Maay 
feminist presses have folded under econo: ~ pressure. 


She said that most mainstream booksellers buy on 
selling ability. [fa book does not sell within six months, it is 
removed from the shelf. Lioness does not have a big 
audience or big turnaround time so small publishers must 
charge more fort! hooks, 


In stocking Lioness Books, Corrigan said, “I order 
books based not only on what I think will sell, but what 
people need to see. It's like stocking a well-rounded 
library.” 


Corngap said, “We have to support our own presses, 
our own newspapers, our own bookstores. It's important 
to support the presses that «aking real political risks, 
those sources of information that are critical to our lives.”

Minority Fellowships Available 


The National Consortium for Graduate Degrees for 
Minorities in Engineering, Inc. (GEM) is accepting ap- 
plications for its fellowship program which will provide 
125 fellowships to minority students in engineering for 
1987 

Designed for members of ethnic groups that are 
under-represented in engineering, the program’s goal is 
to increase the pool of minority students who receive 
master’s degrees annually in engineering. Persons apply- 
ing for the program must be American Indian, Black 
American, Mexican American, ot Puerto Rican and 
must be citizens of the United States. At the ume of ap- 
plication, the minimum academic requirement for the 
student is enrollment in the junior year of undergraduate 
study in one of the engineering disciplines. Those pres- 
ently in their senior year or recently graduated are also 
encouraged to apply 

As a GEM fellow, each participant must work as 
an intern for a member employer and must complete 
the academic work for the master’s degree at one of the 
member universities. In all, there are 50 member em- 
ployers and 50 member universities 

GEM fellows recerve a stipend of $5,000 per gradu- 
ate academic year and a salary for summer internship as 
well as free tuition. The total value of the award is any- 
where between $20,000 and $30,000

Voiunteers Needed for 
Aizheimer’s Study 


Researchers at the University of California, Davis, 
are seeking 300 Northern California families to volun- 
teer for a study on coping with Alzheimer’s Disease 

Being sought are adults caring for an elderly parent 
afflicted with Alzheimer’s Disease, said Philip Weiler, 
M.D., M.P.H., director of the Center for Aging and 
Health at UC Davis. Weiler said the needs of a depend- 
ent parent can place heavy stresses upon his or her 
children, who are also trying to meet obligations to their 
own children, spouses, careers and personal goals 

“The needs of an ill or frail parent may create or ex- 
acerbate a condition of mulitple demands for the child- 
ren’s ume, energy, money and emotional support,” he 
explained 


Co-principal investigator David Chiriboga, Ph.D., a 
professor in the Department of Socal Gerontology, 
University of Texas, Galveston, commented “Contrary 
to popular belief, middie-aged children are very respon- 
sive to the needs of their parents. This is especially iue 
in the case of Alzheimer’s Disease, which is the single 
most Common cause of mental impairment in the 
elderly.” 

Middle-aged children are sometimes referred to as 
the “caught generation” — caught between the compet. 
ing needs of their parents, other family members and 
their own pians for the future, Chiriboga said. 

According to Weiler and Chiriboga, few, if any, stu- 
dies have looked at how families cope with the stress of 
caring for an eiderly parent with Alzheimer’s Disease. 

“This research will examine the effect of these 
stresses on the family, the factors that motivate and in- 
fluence the ability of family members to provide care, 
and how family mem)<;. attempt to help each other 
and resolve their conflicis,” Weiler said. 


The researchers received a three-year $144,000 grant 
from the National Institute of Health to work with 300 
families in 10 counties: Sacramento, Yolo, Solano, 
Placer, Nevada, El Dorado, Amador, Sutter, Colusa and 
Napa counties. 

Between 2.5 and 3 million Americans — 250,000 in 
California alone — have Alzheimer’s Disease, according 
to Stephanie M. Goor, executive director of the Califor- 
nia Chapter of Alzheimer’s Disease and Related Dis- 
orders Association, Los Anigeles. 

“It’s the fourth leading cause of death — behind 
heart attacks, strokes and cancer,” she said. “Haif of the 
residents in nursing homes have Alzheimer’s Disease or 
some other form of dementia.” 

Susan Parks, project coordinator and staff research 
associate at the UC Davis Department of Community 
Health, said prospective participants — within a 50-mile 
radius of the campus —— are being interviewed through 
Friday, Nov. 28. They may telephone the Center for 
Aging and Health, (916) 752-6114, or the Department 
of Community Health, (916) 752-2793, for more infor- 
mation.

year-old Hornet Stinger Foundation, 
are beginning to make their presence 
known. Athletics at CSUS are be- 
coming more popular and it can lar- 


gely be attributed to the higher qual- 


ity of athletes that the scholarships 
are bringing in 


Normally, this increased popular- 


ity of athletics on campus would 
make my role as sports editor very 
easy. | would simply print hordes of 
stories to delight readers of every at- 


hletic interest. Every game would be 


covered live by a reporter and a 
lengthy story would follow so that 
all could relive the excitement. But 
the limitations I have encountered 
here at The Siate Hornet just don't 
allow this 

Starting last year, The Hornet 
began publishing only once weekly 
Thus limits the editors in several 
ways and makes it hard for us to 
carry out our roles the way we 
would like 





The first and most important 
limitauon is that by the time the 
paper gets to the readers, the very 
tumely and exciting sporting news is 
no longer umely or exciting. If the 
football team (which is growing by 
leaps and bounds in terms of popu- 
larity among students) plays on Sat- 
urday afternoon, who is going io 
keep the excitement of the game 
built up inside them until Wednes 
day when The Hornet comes out? 


Most of those fanatics will relive the 


story of the game the very next day 





by reading one of the larger daily 
papers in town 

We, the editors, try to compen- 
sate for this by taking a more featur- 
ized approach to the stories which 
we print. In other words, we try to 
give the readers something (such as 
player interviews and in-depth ana- 
lyses of games and personality pro- 
files) which can't be found in daily 
newspapers because of their ught 
deadlines 

We can also give coverage to the 


minor events that aren't covered any- 
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where else, many of which have 
taken a back seat in the past. That 
doesn’t mean that I do not plan to 
cover the major sports, only that less 
space will be given them 


Another limitation discovered 
this year is hidden in the banner at 
the top of this page. It reads: 
“Hornet Sports and Leisure.” This 
basically means stories that did not 
fit anywyhere in the paper pre- 
viously will now be lumped in with 
sporting news. This limits me in 
terms of space, something that is al- 
ready hard to come by because of 
the large amount of advertisements 
the: appear on the few pages that 
we print. | won't have the room for 
as many sports stories as in the past 
because the leisure stones will re- 
quire some room. 

At first, | saw this as abuse or 
the pari of my editors who made the 


decision to switch the format. Then 
I began to see their reasoning. It 
goes back to The Hornet being a 
weekly. The leisure articles will be 
of the type that do not have to reach 
the reader immediately. They can 
still be enjoyed days later. 

So I finally decidex! that my role 
as sports editor of The State Hornet 
is to fight through all of the limita- 
tions that exist and provide the 
reader with the best possible picture 
of the athletic and leisure scene at 
CSUS. | will try to maintain this 
throughout the year. If at any time 
you don’t feei it is being accomp- 
lished, let me know by stopping in 
to The Hornet in Temporary Build- 
ing KK, or by dropping a letter in 
my mailbox in the same building. 
Your suggestions will ne’ only be 
greatly appreciated, but also consi- 
dered seriously for implementation.

If nothing else, the 1986 volleyball 
season at CSUS will be an exciting 
one that includes a trip to New York 
and the hosting of the NCAA Div- 
ision I] National Championships.

nauonal tournament 

Also added to the list of tourna- 
ments for this year are the Cal 
Berkeley Invitational, Sept. 12-13, 
and the Portland State Invitauonals, 
Oct. 3-4. On Oct. 24-25, the Hornets 
travel to New York for the West 
Point Invitauonal 

“Most of the teams at Berkeley 
and Portland will be Division I,” head 
coach Debby Colberg said. “There 


will be some strong teams there. The 
tournament in New York won't be as 
much of a challenge.” 

Colberg got word a few days ago 
that GSUS has been approved as the 
site Of the Division Il Netional 
Championships, which take place in 
the second weekend of December 
Only the winning team of the four 
regions in the United States makes it 
to this tournament. So Coiberg isn’t 
exactly planning on having the home- 
team advantage for the tournament 

“It would be a big advantage for 
us if we're in it,” she said. “We have a 


First-year soccer coach Linenberger 
finds few returners due to academics

ia what was to be his only year as 
soccer coach at CSUS, Dean Wurz- 
berger turned the Hornets into a 
competitive force in 1985. Even 
though the team's record was only 
8-9-4, it was a major improvement 
from their 2-14 mark from the pre- 
vious fel] campaign 

Wurzberger bas since moved on 
to UCLA, last season's national 
champion, as an assistant coach. His 
successor for 1986 is David Linen- 
berger, who has been the assistant 
coach at San Francisco State the past 
two years. 

Inheriting the Hornet booters, 
Linenberger won't have many players 
back from last year. Five players were 
lost due to academic ineiigibility prior 
to the start of the season. However, 
some of the returning players per- 
formed key roles during last season's 
fquvenatory Campaign. | hese retur- 
nees include goalkeeper Andy Hege- 
lein, sweeper Mike Lemm, midfielder 
Craig Giackin, and forward Mike 
Gaither. 
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“We're looking for quite a bit of 
responsibilities from them,” Linen- 
berger said. ““Hegeicin is a steady 
defender who should hold us down 
up back, while Gaither should handle 
a lot of goal scoring for us.” 

In looking over the strengths of the 
team, Linenberger looks to goalkeep- 
ing, the center, back and midfield 
positions, as weil as a good attitude, 
describing his ica as one which is 
“willing to train hard, work well, and 
learn.” But with the lack of eligible 
players, he could also use up to three 
more front-line players 


Sull, Linenberger sees a big future 
for the sport at this level. “I think 
collegiate soccer is going straight up,” 
he said. “You're beginning to find 
more and more American player: 
which is good, so many foreign 
players need not have to be recruited 
from far away.” 

Case in point: UCLA, Wurtz- 
berger’s current employer. Winning 
the NCAA title in 1985, the Bruins 
did it with a team made up entirely of 


Amencans 
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However, one problem cxists 
There is no professional league for 
many of these players to go to after 
college. But with the increased popu- 
larity of the sport, Linenberger be 
lieves this problem could be solved at 
level one. “More kids are playing ai 
the youth programs,” he said. “The 
sport is Opening up (at the younger 
level), and the scholarships are bring- 
ing in more incentive for those players 
to keep playing.” The East Coast has 
picked up on this lead, and Linen 
berger hopes the West Coast will pick 
up this growing motivation and 
follow in the national trend 


Soccer is not one of the CSUS 
sports which offers scholarships, but 
with them, Linenberger feels his team 
would benefit wholeheartedly 
“(Scholarships) would definitely make 
a difference,” he said. “It 1s a prestige 
thing for a ki .o get a scholarship 
Wild) MUUid Sip, § KUOW @ We Us 
kids I could bring 1n But I will 
keep working hard, and try to bring 
some of the top local recruits unto the 
university.” 


Coming into the 1986 season, 
Linenberger has a positive outlook in 
his first year with the Hornets. “We 
have a strong schedule, but yet we'll 
still be competitive,” he said. “I wall 
be satisfied if we win as many games 
as we lose.” 


Scheduled opponents for 1986 
include UC Berkeley, Santa Clara, 
and San Jose State — all Division | 
teams. The Hornets will compete in 
the Far West Classic in Orange 
County this weekend 


“Hopefully, this will be a building 
block for our program,” Linenberger 
said, “that we can build something 
over the next couple of years while 


I'm here.”

Summer bridge 


to success

The third annual Summer Bridge 
Program was another commendable 
success this summer. A cross-cultural 
combination of 72 high school and 
community college transfer students 
from across California participated in 
the program. The intensive schedule 
of events lasted four weeks at Califor- 
nia State University, Sacramento, 
July 13 through August 9 

The program served as a transi- 
onal period for students who have 
been admitted to the university and 
wiil be attending classes at CSUS 
during the fall 1986 semester. The 
purpose of Bridge is to welcome 
onentate and educate new students 
regarding the university's educational 

urnculum. 

Students were selected, recruited, 
and admitted under various offices on 
campus such as the Educational 
Opportunity Program, Student Af 
firmative Acton Program and Minor- 
ty Engineering Program 

Dr. Otis Scott, a professor of 
Ethnic Studies, was the director of the 
program. He planned and assembled 
an array of lecturers. Dr Scott 
arranged to have speakers from 
numerous offices on campus provide 
general information regarding student 
services. These offices were the 
Career Development Center, Student 
Housing, Financial Aid Office 
Dean's Office, Academic Advising 
Office, Admissions and Records 
Office, Disabled Student Services 
Learning Skilis Center as well as the 
Sports and Recreation Departments 


This was the second year Bridge 
provided participants with free room 
and board. The students were housed 
ai Sutter Hall dormitory. Other 
interesting boarders sharing facilities 
at Sutter Hall were two groups of 
teachers, one from the Taft Institute 
and the other from Japan. The 
Japanese teachers were visiting the 
United States for the first time.

The whole thrust of the Summer 
Bridge Program was toward prepara- 
tion for students so that they will be 
ready and able to succeed, accomp- 
lish an educated outlook, obtain goals 
and reach for the ultimate education 
Becoming a qualified student at the 
university level means being in the 
mainstream of competition for good 
grades 

English,math and study skills 
mini-courses were conducted on 
Campus in the Math/History Build- 
ing. Class size ranged from 12-15 
students per course, thus giving 
students niore direct guidance. The 
choice of classes was selected t 
develop skills needed to succeed at 
CSUS 

Professor Edith Crawford, an 
English instructor, taught in a group of 
12 Bridge students 
better writers. Her technique was to 
teach students the abulity 


how to become 


to describe 
many details when relating a story in 
writing. Professor Crawford said that 
using examples related 
could help the readers visualize 
pictures in their minds. Crawford 
stressed using the five senses: sight 
Nearing, smell, taste, and touch, when 
writing, because they give descriptive 
details 

Three student teachers of math 
matics, Jennifer Smith, Mark Laurel 
and Scott Douglas, taught math 
courses to each individual student 
Math tests were administered to find 
the appropriate level for each student 

The most important lesson the 
students learned in ithe small setung 
was not to become fearful or create 
anxieties when approaching ma 
thematical problems or when taking 
exams. Professor Roberta Gehrmann 
of the Learning Center visited the 
math sessions occasionally. She said 
when most people take tests, the first 
thing they do is stop breathing and

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§ Cooking with sunlight| TV networks wage war on illiteracy

If two grandmothers from Ariz- 


' " 
ona and a California microbiology 


professor have their way, solar cook- 
ing could change the lives of millions 
of Third World families. 

“People have to learn that sun- 
shine is wealth, and they can do a lot 
with it,” believes California State 
University, Sacramento Professor 
Robert Metcalf 

What this means for Metcalf and 
his family is that for the past eight 





years they turn off their oven in March 
and turn it back on in October. In 
between, they come home to slowly 
cooked meals that taste better, Met- 
calf says, because there is no water 
added to vegetables or meats io dilute 
the flavors. Utility bills are cut and 
barbecues are a thing of the past 

What this could mean for families 
in the Third World is much more 
important, Metcalf feels. “Just think 
what a chore it is each day for women 
around the world (this ts especially 
prevalent in Africa and Latin Amer 
ica) to gather the fuel, start and tend a 
fire and spend all day cooking a 
meal,” he says. “In some countries 
dung is used for fuel. If you gave a 
woman a choice of collecting cow 
dung or using the solar alternative 
she'd probably prefer to save time 
she’s never had before.” 

he solar box cooker that Metcalf 
uses was designed by two women in 
Arizona. Barbara Kerr ts a nurse and 
former social worker who had seen 
families without electricity in ther 
homes who had not had a hot meal in 
two weeks. Sherry Cole is a retired 
photojournalist from Tempe. The 
two personally understand tuel shor- 
tages well, and combined a sound

What the solar cooker does best is 
cook foods such as potatoes, rice, 
beans and millet--all Third World 
staples. The cooker can also purify 
water, as one of Metcalf’s students 
determined for a master's thesis. “You 


don’t have to boil water, just heat it to 
65 degrees Centigrade (149 degrees 
Farenheit), and it will be safe to 


drink,” he says. In 1984, Metcalf 
obtained a grant from USDA-AID to 
further establish conditions for pas- 
izing water and cooking Third 
w orld foods 
Metcalf's goal, as well as Kerr and 
Cole's, 1s to spread the solar cooker 


around the worlu, especially to 
people in underdeveloped countries 
Some have been sent to people in 
Sierra Leone, Burkina Faso, Mali, 
Sudan, Egypt, the Philippines, Co 
lombia and Haiti. But it’s only a 


beginning, Metcalf stresses 


The global implications are 
incredible.” he beheves. “How often 
does somebody have the opportunity 
to be on the ground floor of some 
thing that can change the world 


forever? You can se¢ | 


how powerful

Metcalf recalls the man to whom 
he once lent a cooker: he cooked 
potatoes and chicken and baked 
bread, and when he gave it back, said 
“it's a magic box.”

Drugs, physi al or psychological translormers, once 
conjured the image of hy podermn needles in dark rooms 
But, with use beginning with sugar. cottee. tea and “No- 
Doz," drugs encompass a wide varity of mind and 
mood alterers. Drugs know no social, economic or disci 
plinary barriers and their use 1s especially prevalent at the 
college level 


Students use everything trom “downers,” like alcohol 
and barbiturates, to “uppers, like cocaine, crank and other 
amphetamines, to marijuana and other psychedelics and 
opiates such as morphine and heroin 

Why do students take drugs? What trends does drug 
use follow? 

‘College-age is a vulnerable age of cuncsity and exper- 
imentation,” said CSUS Professor Charles Ladley, who 
teaches “Drug Abuse and © minal Behavior.” 

“Suddenly, there are choices to make — you have to 
make them yourself and no one gives a damn,” he said 

Students want to fee! needed. to be accepted, and to 
have friends, social conformity and peer pressure still 
prevail, Drugs are compensatory, substitutes for reality 
“Primarily, a user expresses fundamental! dissatisfaction 
with something,” Ladley said 

During the late 1960s, drug trends among college users 
reflected the desire to “be lethargic, introspective and to 
escape reality.” Hallucinogenic lysergic acid diethylamide 
25, better known as LSD, and marijuana, or ‘pot, were

The hotel room is stripped of furniture except for 20 or 
so chrome sling chairs that have been arranged in rows 
facing a stark rectangular table draped with a crisp linen 
tablecloth.

Right after the release of his picture, “Pretty In Pink,” 
and before the final editing was completed on his latest 
film, “Ferris Bueller's Day Off,” writer, director and 
producer John Hughes took time to discuss his fears, his 
films, his stars and his ties to the 60s 

In slightly more than two and a half years, Hughes has 
fathered an impressive body of work. From “Sixteen 
Candles” to “The Breakfast Club” to “Ferris Bueller’s I day 
Off,” Hughes has maximized his time from one project to 
another 

“When I finish one screenplay, I go do another one,” 
explained Hughes. “If I finish one in the afternoon, that 
evening I start another one. I'll get three or four done and 
then I revise and revise and revise and revise.” In this same 
way while he is putting the finishing touches on one film, 
he is already well into another 

Hughes, who grew up in Chicago, left a successful 
career in advertising to pursue writing. That move led him 
to the National Lampoon and made him one of the most 
popular writers in that magazine’s history. 

“It started out attacking the right things and then as 
time went on, it was attack humor, which was proper and 
correct, it made sense, in the '60s, because there were so 
many things to attack,” he said of his experience at the 
Lampoon, which clearly represents his formative years 

“In retrospect, | don't know if all those targets were 
justifiable, but that is really over. That sense of humor 
really no longer has a place. In the "70s, for me anyway, 
when you come out of the '60s and you have all this high 
hope, there was a bitterness. We had all these great 
dreams...
